In the Police Court to-day, before Mr 
Wodehouse, Tai Leo, contractor; was 
charged at tho instanco of Mr Edward 
Griffen} .overseer, Public Works Dopart- 
ment, with allowing cooliea in his employ 
‘tw dump. building rubbish in tho harbour, 


The complainant asid—Yesterday morn- 
ing about half-past seven I anw two coolies 
dumping rubbish aver the + raya Wall near 
the Oanton Wharf. I fullowed thom up to 
Queen's Road, where I lost sight of them. 
At nino o'clock I went back to. the. wharf 
and saw the seme two caolies dumping rub- 
Lish there again. [again followed thom and 
anw them go into hovss No 70 Stanley 
Street, which is at present under repair, 
I went to the cornor of Stanley Street and 
Cochrane Streot and waited. In about‘five 
minutes [raw threo covties come out of the 
same house carrying rubbish, 
them and saw thom throw the stuff over 
the Praya wall, Isaw them return to the 
houso and come ont again a second time, 
I went to moot them, but when they saw 
nie they dropped tho baskets and ran. - I 
we t back to the house No. 70 Stanley. 
Street-and was irformed that the work to- 
ing carried on there was being done by the 
defendant, 2 

Tho defendant admitted that tha cvolies 
were in his employ. Be said he was patt- 
ing up a verandah on the house in question, 
but the work was not commenced yet and 
there was no rubbish to carry away, When 
he had any building rubbishto be removed, 
he always supplied boats, : 

The complainant said he aaw atout half. 
a-dozen baskets of rabbish lying on one of 
the floors when he visited the house. 

His Worship said—Iet is a source of. con- 
stant annoyanco, this throwing of rabbish 
into the harb: ur. Of course if there is’ a 
proper numbor of boats supplied the coolies 
have no object in throwing it into the 
harbour, as thoy might as acon empty tho 
rubbish into bonts a8 into the harbour, 3f 
you wish to make a profit out of your con- 
tracts you. will not be alluwed to do 80 
unless you first see that your daty to the 
public is performed, and in calculating how 
much “you can do work for you must take 
into consideration what it will cost you to 
romove rubbish. Tt has boyn stated in 
evidence in this Court within the last day 
or two that the mouths of drains havo been 
choked up by the rubbish thrown over the 
Prayn wall, ‘and it is your business to’ sco 
that this kind of thing doea not occur ao far 
as your covlies re corcerned,. I shall fine 
you $25 this t'me, and if thu offence is re- 
yeated you will be sunished mors severely.
